In connection with our common 
problem of successfully rehabili- 
tating our returned men and wom- 
en, We come to the consideration of 
the second group into which we 
have divided our service personnel 
for the purpose of employment; 
Those who did not have a job at 


‘the time of enlistment and were 


not qualified for any particular po- 
sition in. our set. up ‘of organized 
society. 

Why did these people not have 
employment previous to enlist- 
ment? A number of men and wom- 
en joined the forces before they had 
finished high school, or immediately 
after: As a result they had not been 
on the market for employment, 
Others because of the economic con- 


dation of our country were unable 


to secure full-time employment, 
and there was not a great deal of 
inducement to take up a trade. be- 
cause you were never certain of a 


job even after you became qualified. , 


Again we cannot forget a. certain 
number who would not work, if they. 
did have the opportunity. A 

It is not our intention to dwell 
in the past, but if we are mindful 
of our obligations we will think of 
the past only insofar as it affects 
the solutions of our problems of the 
future. 

But what about jobs? How. are 
we to find them? How are' we to 
know what we want to do? These 
are the questions that are upper- 
most in the minds of many of our 
returned men and women. Almost 


‘ every day when you meet a man or 


woman who is returning to civilian 
life and ask what he or she is going 
to do, the answer is: “I don’t 
know.” — 

The first essential factor of any 
successful undertaking is to know 
what you want to do. Fortunately 
or unfortunately we are individuals 
each. with Gur own lives to live, and 
as such must realize that we owe 
something to society as well as to 
ourselves. If your minds have. be- 
come fogged over by ‘the multitude * 
of occupations a care- 
fully and. counsel the saeics of oth- 
ers before you make up your mind. 
Remember, however, that eventual- 
ly the choice will be yours, and 
when you make your decision stick 
by it. : 

What factors must you consider 
when choosing an occupation? First 


of all can you meet.the educational... 


requirements of the particular 
trade you are choosing? If not can 
you prepare yourself to qualify? 
Is the financial remuneration suf- 
ficent to meet your needs? Last of 
all and most important, are you 
sufficiently interested in the occu- 
patidn to make it a life work? 
Upon reaching your decision, you 
are then in a position to make ap- 
plication to the department of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs for your re-estab- 
lishment credit. It will be neces- 
sary for-you to conv:nce the depart- 
ment that the line of work you 
have chosen is the inost suitable for 


you. This, however, should not pre-» 


sent a problem if you have made 
ycur decision carefully, and with 
full regard for your future success 
Remember that the employees of 
department of veterans’ affairs, or 
at least many of them, have the 
success and fa‘lure of the first 
Great War veterans as a _ back- 
ground and are fully ‘qualified to 
advise ‘you. 

In the above paragraphs I have 
endeavored to create an atmosphere 
of comprehensive thought on the 
part of our returned men and wom- 
en rather than confuse the issue 
with a maze of technical details.

At. the 
recent World Security Conference ‘at San Francisco, Canada proved to have 
influence and authority when her delegates took part in the discussions 
there. In working together for victory,:Canadians_have demonstrated their 
ability to successfully carry out great undertakings, and they also brought 
about a fuller realization of the great potentialities of their country, both 
here and in other lands. *

It has been said that “never before has there been

H future,” and there is much truth in that opinion. 
To Predict : Experience in the pre-war years does not lead us to 
be over-optimistic, for there are few Canadians who cannot remember the 
tragedy of unemployment and depression. There remains, however, the 
picture of what our people were able to accomplish for war, and there is 
every reason to believe that with continued determination and co-opera- 
tion we could déal with the problem of peace. War conditions created 
abnormal demands for labour and unusually favourable markets for many 
of our products, both at home and abroad. It is clear that the return to 
normal conditions will necessitate a change in our present economy, and 
unquestionably the problems involved in this are far-reaching and of the 
utmost complexity. When compared, however, to the problems of. produc- 
tion, shipping, and other ‘branches of the war effort, which had to be 
speedily and effectively solved, they do not appear so impossible and it is 


not unreasonable to hope that they can be overcome.

Got Through The North Sea With 


Precious Cargoes 
Sir George Binney, commander of 
British blockade runners inthe North 
Sea, told the full story of how he 
and his men brought out 35,000 tons 
of precious raw materials 
Sweden during the war years. 
Under cover of fogs, snow and long 
northern nights, he defied the Ger- 


man blockade of the Skagerrak— | 


the water approaches to Sweden— 
for more. than four years. 

Sir George commanded about 400 
British and Norwegian merchant sea- 
men. The cargoes they brought from 
Sweden could not be obtained any- 
where else in the world. They in- 
cluded special steel 
ball bearings, and 20 machines which 
increased British. production of air- 
craft engines by 400 per cent. 

_ These machines were so valuable 
that special shelters were built to 
protect them against air attacks. 

The supplies obtained from Sweden 
were shared by war industries in the 
United States and in various parts 
of the British Commonwealth. Event- 
ually they were able to reproduce. the 
Swedish equipment.

plate wet battery was used on an 
electric fence that was used through- 
out the summer months last year for 
pasturing cattle. The cattle were 
well controlled, no harm was done to 
the cattle or the attendant, and the 
battery was still charged at the end 
of the season. 

The use of electric fences is gradu- 
ally becoming more widely adopted 
for pastures. These fences have 
many advantages but care is neces- 
sary in establishing the equipment. 
Among the advantages are reduction 
of cost in erecting temporary fences, 
reduction of expenditure for wire, 
posts, and gates, reduction of injury 
to live stock; the adaptation in the 
west to winding coulees or tempor- 
ary pasture areas otherwise imprac- 
tical to fence, and the enclosure in 
the, fields of untillable lands that 
otherwise might be wasted. As a 
rule, one or two wires are sufficient 
to carry the electric current. One 
wire is sufficient for horses and 
cattle. Two wires. are considered 
preferable for pigs and sheep.
